SUBJCET: - Import of Hypodermic Needles of the restricted sizes as per note 

under remark ( ii ) against S . No. 93 -94 ( e ) / V in the Red Book for 

April 64 - March 65 . 
No. 68 - ITO ( PN ) / 84 . Attention of importers is invited to note below remark 
(ii) against S . No. 93 - 94 ( e ) / V at page 226 of the current Red Book . The existing 
note viz . " The restriction is applicable to Record Luer lock type and Luer mounts 
type needles of the above sizes " may be deemed to be substituted by the follow 
ing : - 
" The restriction is applicable to needles mounting on Record or Luer type 

Syringes with or without locking devices , in the above sizes ." 


SUBJECT: - Import of fresh fruits from Pakistan under the terms of Protocol No . II 

to the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and 

Pakistan dated the 1st September , 1963 - April 1964 - March 1965 . 
No. 64 - ITC ( PN ) / 64 . _ Protocol No. II to the Trade Agreement between the 
Governments of India and Pakistan signed on the 17th July , 1964 provides for the 
import of fresh fruits from Pakistan against payment in non - convertible Indian 
rupees under a special arrangement. All transactions under this arrangement 
shall be valued either on F . O . R . or C & F basis depending on the terms of the 
contracts . 


2 . It has been decided to grant ad -hoc licences for the import of fresh fruits for 
the period April 1964 — March 1985 on the basis indicated in the Annexure to this 
Public Notice within a ceiling of Rs, 20 lakhg as first instalment. Licences for 
the import of fresh fruits from Pakistan will be issued by the J . C . C . I, ( CLA ) . 
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New Delhi subject to the condition that payment for the goods imported will be 
made in non - convertible Indian rupees through a Special Non - convertible Indian 
Rupee Account known as " National Bank of Pakistan Special Fruit Account which 
will be opened by the National Bank of Pakistan , Karachi with the State Bank of 
India , New Delhi. Licences granted in terms of this Public Notice will be valid 
for import of fresh fruits from Pakistan upto the 30th September 1964 only . The 
licences will be granted subject to the condition that the Customs copy of the 
licence (whether utilised or not ) should be returned to the licensing authority 
not later than the 25th October , 1984 . Failure to observe this condition will render 
the concerned licensee liable to not being considered for grant of further import 
licence for fresh fruits from Pakistan even if the concerned licensee is otherwise 
eligible to receive the licence. 

3 . Applications for ad -hoc licences for import of fresh fruits from Pakistan in 
terms of this Public Notice should be submitted in the usual form and manner to 
the J . C . C . I., ( CLA ) , New Delhi as early as possible but not later than the 17th 
August , 1964 .
